WASHINGTON (AP) — An 
antirio t bill that wo n o v er,

Wednesday night may beco me 
the v ehicle fo r civ il rights legis­ 
latio n when it reaches the Sen­ 
ate flo o r. 
The bill, which wo u ld make it 
a federal crime to trav el acro ss 
state lines with the intent o f 
starting a rio t, has been co n­ 
demned by civ il rights gro u p s 
as an anti-Negro measu re. 
They are ex p ected to try to 
get p ro -civ il rights senato rs to 
o ffer as amendments to the rio t 
bill at least p art o f the civ il 
rights p ackage that died in the 
Senate last y ear. 
In the Ho u se, where stricter 
ru les p rev ented su ch amend­ 
ments fro m being o ffered, the 
bill sailed thro u gh 34 7 to 70. 
The v o te against the bill was 
larger than ex p ected. Last y ear 
a similar measu re was ap ­ 
p ro v ed 388 to 25, bu t died in the 
Senate. 
The bill wo u ld fix max imu m 
p enalties o f fiv e y ears in jail 
and a S10.000 fine fo r any o ne 
co nv icted o f u sing interstate 
facilities to incite, o rganize, en­ 
co u rage o r carry o n a rio t.

ing from has obscurity the 
other night to make a tele- 
visiofi appearance,

(which may have been a po­ 
lite translation of a rougher 
term ) 
without 
causing 
an 
international crisis. After ail, 
the once-feared Nikita is just 
a powerless odd man. and 
Nixon, for hi* pan, is only a 
private dtrzen. Even so, the 
insult will be worth watch­ 
ing. It could t« H us a lot 
about ourselves. 
The really important ques­ 
tion m the world today is 
just how far gone this coun­ 
try is in its tired unwilling­ 
ness to face the realities of 
Soviet foreign policy , which 
is interested in peace for 
Communist eastern 
Europe 
in order to gain a free hand

feed Egy pt. But Nasser al­ 
way s resented Soviet agents 
who tried to meddle in hi* 
internal affairs. 
Considerable evidence now 
indicates that Egy pt’s dicta­ 
tor ignored Moscow’s counsel 
when he sparked the Middle 
Eastern conflict by blockad­ 
ing the Gulf of Aquaba. In 
four short day s Russia’s S3 
billion went up in smoke in 
the Sinai desert and Soviet 
policy in the Middle East lay 
in ruins. 
Russia’s trouble with Cas­ 
tro’s 
Cuba 
is 
more 
proof 
that “wars of na-tionaJ iibcr- 
ation’’ and proletarian inter­ 
nationalism are an extremely 
expensive 
and 
frustrating 
business. The Kremlin lead­ 
ers themselves have hinted 
recently that Moscow’s sub­ 
sidies to Castro amounted to 


about $300 million a y ear. 
This calculation did not in­ 
clude the cost of arms sup­ 
plies. 
Yet when Premier Ko6>gin 
went to Cuba after hi* Glass- 
boro meeting with President 
Johnson he was treated to a 
very frigid reception. No citi­ 
zens lined the street* of Ha­ 
vana to cheer ham a* they did 
in Glass boro.

WASHINGTON (NEA) — At 
higher troop levels and with 
heavier and more costly fight 
mg. tho Vietnam war plainly 
is going to go on and on. The 
still unanswerable questions 
are

It is the ugliest, most com 
ple.t, most difficult war in this 
country 's history . 
The Viet 
Cong North Vietnamese adver­ 
sary is. by the expert testi­ 
mony of veterans of three 
wars, the toughest ever faced 
by Americans. 
Further U.S. troop commit 
meats seem sure to be offset, 
at least in part, by new com 
mitments from Hanoi. 
U.S. 
bombing of North Vietnam is 
reaching its practical limits. 
New targets are fewer. As the 
North Koreans discovered 15 
y ears ago. the cover of night 
and the use of countless make­ 
shift devices together keep 
supplies flowing to battle in 
spite of relentless raids. The 
Reds are well backed up. 
Their creation of a semi sta­ 
ble front at the North-South 
demilitarized zone is a devilish 
piece of strategic ingenuity , 
ty ing down large U.S. forces 
that might otherwise be em­ 
ploy ed in searching sweeps 
against Viet Cong guerillas. 
U.S. bases once safe from har­ 
assment are taking a pound­ 
ing. 
In consequence of all this 
painful news, it seems a long 
way to the war's critical point 
—where the enemy concludes 
that there is no profit but only 
The Wo rld To d a y 


unacceptable loss in pursuing 
the war further. 
Only when 
that point is reached can there 
be hope of even moderately 
fruitful negotiations. 
The problem is made more 
complicated by the fact that 
the decision to stop fighting 
will not be made by Red sol­ 
diers in the field, however bat­ 
tered they may be. but by Ho 
Chi Minh in Hanoi. He is the 
one who must be convinced. 
Fanatics are not easily per 
suaded. and Ho is very much 
the fanatic, albeit a quiet one. 
In truth, it is in the nature 
of most aggressor leaders to 
be fanatic. Adolf Hitler fit the 
pattern 
pre-eminently . 
of 
course, and so did To jo and his 
top circle in wartime Japan. 
Many key Nazis, long per­ 
suaded of Germany 's sure de 
feat in World War II. sent out 
peace feelers behind Hitler's 
back over a span of three 
months. 
It was not German 
morale which dragged out the 
war. but Hitler, the uny ielding 
ramrod. 
It was not too much different 
in Toky o. With 60 major Jap 
anese cities burned out by 
U.S. fire raids, the first wispy 
peace feelers went out to the 
Allies. 
But in the warped 
world of his fanaticism, Tojo 
expected to keep all of Japan's 
Asian conquests. Told he could 
not. he chose to fight on until 
atomic bombs put a dimension 
on Japans prospects which 
even he could understand. 
Most of Hitler's adult life 
was an unreal crusade, a quest 
for vengeful glory for. a pre­ 
viously beaten Germany . Ho 
Chi Minh is on a long crusade 
o f his own. 
For decades he 
has sought a unified Vietnam 
free of colonial or other West­ 


ern power and influence, gov­ 
erned by the Communist party 
he chose as his instrument. 
It has not been possible for 
a very long time to separate 
Ho the nationalist and Ho the 
Communist. The two parts of 
his dream are hopelessly in 
tertwined. There is nothing to 
indicate he would settle for one 
without the other. 
The Moscow Peking device 
called “the war of national lib­ 
eration” must have seemed 
from 
the 
outset 
admirably 
suited to Ho's effort to com­ 
plete in South Vietnam the tri­ 
umph he gained in part with 
the 1954 Geneva agreements. 
Western observers say some 
high Soviet officials now wish 
the war could end. but there 
is no evidence the fanatic Ho 
would listen to them. So long 
as he does not, they feel con 
strained to continue supply ing 
him with war materiel. 
Red China, now torn a sun 
der, still encourages Ho to go 
on. But he does not need that 
encouragement. 
His own re­ 
solve is of iron, forged in long 
waiting. 
At this turn in the war, nei­ 
ther President Johnson, the 
Pentagon or any field general 
likely has the faintest idea 
what new strategy , what set 
of events will work to break 
the resolve of Ho Chi Minh and 
his like minded followers. 
This war, like most, is a 
thing of good calculations and 
bad. What this one needs, as 
an offset to many misjudg- 
mcnts, is not just more U.S. 
Troops and more bombing but 
a brilliant new calculation — 
aimed at smashing convincing 
ly the 40-y ear dream of that 
frail old man in Hanoi. None 
is any where in sight.

Earle Wheeler, chairman of 
the joint chiefs of staff, that 
remains “the problem now.” 
Bey ond this there was no 
indication of change in the
